Somelxxly that can manage thinga, you see is able to awiag 
enough vote* regardless of party, to put in wrtain men. There ia 
Bonie one bigger than the party, or either party or lK)th partieK. The 
men and ineoxure* that v\iu by these (jiieer eoiubiuatiune are ^nays 
oader suHpicion. and umiuIIn iit due time, it i* found out tbut they 
ate not for tbe benefit of the people, but of certain "intereata." Of 
couraa the men work for wboawrer it waa elected them — do it ia 
ovidaBt that tbay^kaow that they owe there aucoooa to the "iolaraala."

There is Just one mure ste|i. to show where tbia power of tbe 
iutereats and their hired boHHes coines from. And yet we all know — 
corriipliuu. The "interests" have money to help oondidatea get 
oleotad, and there are in many communities enough voters wbo can 
be bought so that tbaee caadidataa, with tbe "intereata' " nwney, can 
buy tbe oOooa which are aappoaod to be the gift of tha people. No 
wonder theea oandidatee do aot feel that they hatro to care for the 
|>et^ple's interestH They Itnow that the people have giren them 
nothing tliey ha\e bought tbeir otfices. and they work theae oflkea 
foi the Ix'nelit of the men who bel{)ed buy them. So. after all, aucb 
performanceh ax that in llliuois come back to tbe corrupt votera.

In obtaining aead com from plaoea 
at a distance It la alwaya best to se- 
cure it in the ear, becanse In this 
form It can b« picked over, judged 
HDd all ears that are not suited for 
ptanttng may be thrown aside, while 
If It la shelled no aucb selection can 
be mada. 

The seleAion of seed oora by tba 
tanner from his own crop la caaoraMy 
accomplished in one of thraa ways; 
First, by picking out the aaad after 
the com has bean cribbed: second, by 
selecting the best ears while gatber- 
ing, and third, by going Into tbe field 
before harvesting time and selecting 
the moBt desirable ears. Of these 
three waya my experience haa ahown 
tbe last to be the best, baoauaa a bet 
tar selection can ba nutda whan that 
la tha only aim In view and wben the 
antlre plant, and not simply the ear. 
can be considered. Whatever tbe 
method, more seed than la really need- 
ed should ba selected, in order tbat 
a sacoad "weeding out" of tbe poor- 
aat aara Jnat bafora plaatiag may still 
laava aaotigb 9ood aaad. 

Oa oar farm wa bava tri>'<i still 
aaothar aMthod for obtaining tiu- heHt 
aead com— naasaly, to grow it in a 
special ptot of ground. Wa uaad the 
following method: Take any number 
of selected ears— aay &0, for example 
— and plant them In 60 seiwrate 
parallel rows, one ear to the row. 
This makes it necessary for the plot 
uf ground to be at least 60 corn rows 
wide, and it iihould be long enough for 
tlie pluiillnr ol about two-thirda of an 
ear In eai li row If poaalble, this 
ground ■liould be aa far removed from 
other f(eldn of corn a» ciin lie. lo pre- 
vent oijtiiid.. pollination To f'irtli(«r

well covered. In tba apring, bafora 
planting time, every ear should ba 
tested, especially whaa there is aay 
doubt as to its vitality. We have a box 
fixed for this purpose; it is four feet 
long by three feet wide by six inches 
deep. We have bored holes through 
the sides two inches from the bottom 
and 24 inches apart; through theaa 
holes we have stretched Una wire, 
both lengthways and crosaways, tflua 
dividing tbe box into 2H-inch squares. 
At one end these rows of aguarea are 
numbered: along one aide the squares 
in each row are numbered. When 
ready to test the corn, we get enCagh 
UKilat. rich dirt to fill the box up avan 
witii the wire: next we numbar tba 
ears to be teated. For example, tha 
flrat ear is marked ear one, row one; 
the next, ear two, row one. When we 
have enough for tbe first row, tbe 
first ear in the second row is marked 
enr one, row two, and so on.
